The Sierra Madre Rede¬ 
velopment Agency met in 
adjourned session on Wed 
nesday evening, September

In certain cases fester 
children are also eligible 
for these benefits.

If a parent is dissatis¬ 
fied with the ruling of the 
official, he may wish to dis¬ 
cuss t.he decision with the 
determining official on an 
informal basis. If he wishes 
to make a formal appeal, he 
may make a request either 
orally or in writing to Mrr.

Ca 91109 for a hearing to 
appeal the decision. The 
policy contains an outline of 
the hearing procedure. 

If a family member be¬ 
comes unemployed or if 
family size changes, the 
family should contact the 
school to file a new appli¬ 
cation. Such changes may 
make the children of the 
family eligible for reduced 
price meals or for additional 
benefits such as free meals 
and milk if the family in¬ 
come falls at or below the 
levels shown.

Dr. David Deardorff, bota¬ 
nist on the staff of the Los 
Angeles State and County 
Arboreum in Arcadia, will 
give a talk on “Plants in 
the Home Environment” 
Sunday, September 26, at 2 
p.m. in the Arboretum’s 
Demonstration Heme Gar¬ 
dens. 

The key to sucessful in¬ 
door plant culture, says Dr. 
Deardorff, begi ns with 
finding the proper location 
— the right miefo-climate - 
for a given plant in the 
house. The first step is to 
recognize that environmen¬ 
tal conditions vary signifi¬ 
cantly not only from room 
to room but from location 
to location in the same 
room. The next step is to 
select the right location for 
a particular plant. As ex¬ 
amples, Dr. Deardorff notes 
that succulents thrive in 
sunny, hot, dry locations 
while the popular piggy¬ 
back plant (Tolmiea men- 
ziesii) prefers shady, cool, 
humid conditions, and plants 
such as gesneriads and be¬ 
gonias need low light, 
warm, humid areas. Other 
plants are even more ex¬ 
acting. 

Dr. Deardorff wil devote 
the major part of his discus¬ 
sion to analyzing the differ¬ 
ent conditions that exist in 
the average home or apart¬ 
ment, relating these condi¬ 
tions to the horticultural re¬ 
quirements of a wide range 
of plants that can be grown 
successfully in the home. 

The talk is admission 
free.

A New Law 


All Fictitious Business Name Statements filed or refiled during the year 1971 will expire 
on December 31. 1976. If you filed your statement during 1971 Cal,forma law requires you to 
prepare a new statement and file it with the County Clerk before December 31, 1976. If the 
information in your new statement is different from the information which was in your 1971 
statement, the law also requires that the new statement be published m a legally qualified 
newspaper. The law provides that “the newspaper selectd for the.publication of_the state¬ 
mentshould be one that circulates in the area where the business is to be conducted. (Sec. 
17917 — Business and Professions Code) 


Free Help From Your Newspaper 

As a service to local businesses, this newspaper will make avaiable at no charge all 
necessary forms for refiling and we will refile your 1976 statement with the County Clerk, also 
at no cnarge. Bring a copy of your 1971 Fictitious Business Name Statement to our office. Our 
public notice department will assist you in completing the new form and will forward it to the 
County Clerk via. our representative in the Los Angeles Civic Center. If you have misplaced 
your 1971 statement, we will arrange for a search of the County Clerks file to extract infor¬ 
mation which must be transferred to the 1976 form and to determine whether republication 
will be necessary. 


The Cost 

The County Clerk's statutory refiling fee is $10.00. If publication is necessai^, our ad¬ 
vertising charge is $25.00. If there is no publication, your cost is only $10.00. If you want 
us to handle filing for you, please bring us your $10.00 check made payable to Los Angeles 
County Clerk." Our forms and filing services are free, as explained above.
